election since the adoption of the 

Gateway Amendment in 1950, IIli- 
nois voters will vote in a full complement 
of three constitutional amendments at 
the next general election, November 2, 
1954-

In ascending order of importance, 
these amendments are: (1) Illinois and 
Michigan Canal; (2) four-year term for 
state treasurer; and (3) legislative reap- 
portionment. 


ILLINOIS AND MICHIGAN CANAL 


The separate section of the Constitu- 
tion of 1870 entitled “Canals” is sought 


| 
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to be amended to read as follows (L. 
1953, P- 1924): 

“The Illinois and Michigan canal 
or other canal or waterway owned by 
the State may be sold or leased upon 
such terms as may be prescribed by 
law. The General Assembly may ap- 
propriate for the operation and main- 
tenance of canals and waterways 
owned by the State.” 

This amendment eliminates the pres- 
ent requirement that (a) a “canal or 
waterway owned by the State shall never 
be sold or leased until the specific propo- 
sition for the sale or lease thereof shall 
first have been submitted to a vote of 
the people at a general election” etc., 
and that (b) “the General Assembly 
shall never loan the credit of the State 
or make appropriations from the treas- 
ury thereof, in aid of railroads or canals,” 
this latter provision being presently fol- 
lowed by two provisions allowing appro- 
priations of “surplus earnings,” and al- 
lowing a state bond issue to finance a 
deep waterway. 


STATE TREASURER 


The amendment of sections 1, 2 and 3 
of Article V provides for the election of 
the state treasurer for a four (instead of 
a two) year term, beginning in 1958 (L. 
1953, Pp. 1926-1927). The amendment 
continues the ineligibility of the state 
treasurer “to said office for four years 
after the end of the term for which he 
was elected.” Effective in 1958, the state 
treasurer would be elected for a four- 
year term, the same as the governor and 
most other state officers, but the election 
will come in a non-presidential and non- 
gubernatorial year. 

This amendment is not to be confused 
with the amendment defeated in 1952 
permitting county treasurers and county 
sheriffs to succeed themselves. 


LEGISLATIVE REAPPORTIONMENT 


The Reapportionment Amendment 
(L. 1953, pp. 1924-1926) amends sec- 


tions 6, 7 and 8 of Article IV of the 
Constitution of 1870. The amendment 
eliminates the fifty-one senatorial dis- 
tricts having one senator and three repre- 
sentatives each, based solely upon the 
impracticable test of population, under — 
which test senatorial districts were last 
apportioned in 1901 (L. 1go1, p. 6; Il. 
R.S., 1953, c. 46, “Elections,” para 157). 
The amendment provides instead for 
fifty-eight senatorial districts and fifty- 
nine representative districts. 


FIFTY-EIGHT SENATORIAL DISTRICTS 


The fifty-eight senatorial districts, to 


~ be fixed with finality by the General As- 


sembly in 1955, are to be allocated as 
follows: 

The state of Illinois outside of Cook 
County, 34; Cook County outside of the 
present limits of Chicago, 6; City of Chi- 
cago, 18. 

The amendment states: 

“All senatorial districts shall be 
formed of contiguous and compact ter- 
ritory. In their formation, area shall 
be the prime consideration.” 

Senators will have a four-year term, 
as at present, those in even-numbered 
districts being elected in 1956 and those 
in odd-numbered districts in 1958. 

A “schedule” provides for a short two- 
year term from 1956 to 1958 for filling 
vacancies in odd-numbered districts, if 
vacancies are caused by the fact that 
the senator elected in 1954 no longer re- 
sides in the new district to be created 
in 1955, or by the fact that two or more 
senators are residents of the same new 
district. The “schedule” also provides 
that a senator elected in 1954 in an odd- 
numbered district, eliminated by the 
1955 redistricting and not re-elected, 
shall receive the full salary and other 
benefits for 1957-1958 that would have 
accrued if he had served his full four- 
year term. 

There is no longer to be any population 
test for the 58 senatorial districts. Neither 
is there any provision for redistricting 
after the first ascertainment of senatorial 
districts to be made by the 1955 legisla- 
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ture. Reapportionment of the senate in 
the future will have to come from future 
constitutional amendment, thus preserv- 
ing area representation in the senate as 
an impregnable assurance to the state of 
Illinois outside of Cook County that the 
present amendment can never result in 
domination of the senate by Cook 
County. A new constitutional amend- 
ment would, of course, require a two- 
thirds vote of the newly constituted 
senate. 

Failure of the 1955 session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to fix senatorial districts 
as part of one act covering both senate 
and house districts by July 1, 1955, will 
result in the appointment of the commis- 
sion mentioned below which in turn 
must either make a valid apportionment 
within four months after its appoint- 
ment, or all senators and representatives 
will be elected from the state at large— 
a politically uninviting prospect whose in 
terrorem effect will undoubtedly result in 
an apportionment either by the General 
Assembly or by the apportionment com- 
mission. 


FIFTY-NINE REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICTS 


The General Assembly in 1955 and in 
1963 and every ten years thereafter shall 
redistrict the state in fifty-nine repre- 
sentative districts, having three repre- 
sentatives each elected for two year terms 
under the present system of cumulative 
voting. 

Until 1963, the representative districts 
are to be allocated: 

To the state outside of Cook County, 
29; 

To Cook County outside the present 
limits of Chicago, 7; 

To Chicago, 23. 

In the redistricting, which is to be up- 
on the basis of population, subsequent to 
the 1960 census (which is to be at the 
1963 session) and thereafter every ten 
years, the fifty-nine representative dis- 
tricts “shall be divided among (1) that 
part of Cook County that is within the 
present corporate limits of the City of 
Chicago, (2) that part of Cook County 


that is outside such corporate limits, and 
(3) the remaining one hundred and one 
counties of the state, as nearly as may 
be, as the population of each of these 
three divisions bears to the total popula- 
tion of the state.” 

A “representative ratio” is to be ob- 
tained by dividing the population of the 
state by 59. Representative districts shall 
be formed of contiguous and compact 
territory and shall contain as nearly as 
practicable a population equal to the 
representative ratio and no representa- 
tive district may contain less than four- 
fifths of the ratio. Outside of Cook 
County, each district shall be bounded by 
county lines unless the population of any 
county entitles it to more than one repre- 
sentative district. 


WHEN COMMISSION TO ACT 


An interesting device is provided to 
compel original apportionment of senate 
and house districts in the 1955 session 
and of house districts in 1963 and each 
decade thereafter. If by July 1, the Gen- 
eral Assembly has not acted, the state . 
central committee of each of the two 
principal political parties shall within 
thirty days submit to the governor a list 
of ten persons. Within thirty days there- 
after the governor shall appoint a com- 
mission of ten members—five from each 
party list, or five members of his own 
choice from the party of a committee 
that fails to submit a list. 

The commission may then redistrict 
the state in the same manner specified 
for the General Assembly by a statement 
signed by at least seven members of the 
commission, filed with the secretary of 
state within four months after the com- 
mission is appointed, failing which the 
commission stands discharged and all 
senators and representatives are to be 
nominated and elected from the state at 
large. 

The General Assembly thus elected at 
large has the duty to redistrict, and if it 
fails to do so, another commission is to 
be appointed, “and so forth until a valid 
senatorial and representative redistrict- 
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ing and apportionment are secured in 
this 1950 decade and each decade there- 
after,” but “there can be only one valid 
senatorial and representative redistrict- 
ing and apportionment during a par- 
ticular decade.” 

In the meantime, while the legislature 
and the commission have failed to redis- 
trict, the senators and _ representatives 
are to be nominated and elected at large 
—which is most unlikely ever to occur, 
but the threat of which gives assurance 
to any newly populous areas of the future 
that no legislative stalemate will deprive 


them of constitutional representation in 
the lower house. 

The application in Illinois of the Fed- 
eral idea of having the senate represent 
geographical areas and the lower house 
represent population offers the only solu- | 
tion of the Illinois reapportionment prob- 
lem that has any chance of success. If 
the people reject this forward step, we 
may not have another chance in our life- 
times to vote again for reapportionment. 
To the present writer, this seems highly 
detrimental, not so much to one section 
of the state as to all of our people.

The Reapportionment Amendment .. . 


PROGRESS VS. 


STAGNATION* 


By Owen Rall, Chicago, Illinois 


It is difficult to overestimate the im- 
portance of the Reapportionment Amend- 
ment to the legislative article of the IIli- 
nois Constitution of 1870 which will be 
submitted to Illinois voters for their ap- 
proval at the general election on Novem- 
ber 2, 1954. For many years the legisla- 
tive process in Illinois has been overhung 
by the uncertainty of whether legislative 
districts would ever be reapportioned, 
and, if so, in what fashion. So long as 
this uncertainty continues it seems un- 
likely that any substantial progress can 
be made in bringing up to date other 
articles of the Illinois Constitution, for 
example, the Judicial Article, because the 
fact is that everyone’s thinking is colored 
by a distrust of legislative processes—a 
distrust due not only to the uncertainties

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of future composition of legislative dis- 
tricts, but also, in recent years, to the 
growing power of minorities in the state 
legislature. 


A NEEDED REFORM 


Truly it can be said that a definite 
and reasonably fair (but in all events 
certain) settlement of the reapportion- 
ment question in Illinois is a condition 
precedent to a much-needed revision of 
certain other parts of the Constitution. 
In a very real sense the adoption of an 
amendment settling the reapportionment 
question is the gateway to much-needed 
reform in other parts of the Constitution. 

As lawyers interested particularly in 
the Judicial Article, we all have a stake 
in the adoption of the Reapportionment 
Amendment. Both the Illinois State Bar 
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association and The Chicago Bar asso- 
ciation have recognized this by approv- 
ing and recommending the adoption of 
the Reapportionment Amendment which 
comes before the people November 2nd. 


SHIFT IN POPULATION 


The reference above to the distrust 
of the legislature due to the growing 
power of minorities does not in any sense 
refer to the disparity between the repre- 
sentation in the legislature of Cook 
county on the one hand and downstate 
on the other. The greatest disparity be- 
tween districts exists in Cook county. 
The five most over-represented districts 
in the state and the six most under-rep- 
resented districts in the state are in Cook 
county. The 17th District has only 5.6% 
of the population of the 7th District. Both 
are in Cook county. The 7th District 
with its population of more than 700,000 
runs along three sides of the county, 
Lake Michigan constituting the other 
boundary line. This district contains 
such widely separated areas as Glencoe 
and South Holland. Barrington, in the 
extreme north of the county, is in the 
7th District; so are Harvey and South 
Holland. The population of the 7th Dis- 


trict, which includes much of suburban, 
metropolitan Chicago, is almost three 
times as great as the combined popula- 
tion of the five smallest districts in the 
state which lie in Cook county in and 
surrounding Chicago’s loop. 

The once populous areas in and sur- 
rounding the business district of the city 
of Chicago have long since been deserted 
as residential communities and have been 
left to manufacturing, warehousing and 
commercial uses. 


BETTER REPRESENTATION 


Downstate voters who view with se- 
rious misgivings the possibility that if 
given increased representation Cook 
county will send to Springfield represent- 
atives of the type that the downstate 
voters have resented should bear in mind 
that lack of reapportionment within Cook 
county itself has been responsible for un- 
representative representation and that 
the way to eliminate the type of repre- 
sentatives to which downstate may ob- 
ject is by reapportioning Cook county— 
which requires reapportionment of the 
state—instead of continuing to leave the 
most civic-minded portions of Cook coun-

ty grossly under-represented and allow- 
ing the less desirable segments of Cook 
county’s citizenry to be tremendously 
over-represented. 
Only by reapportioning Cook county 
can the remainder of the state of Illi- 
nois expect to get from Cook county 
the kind of representatives that the rest 
of the state can respect. 


NEED FOR COMPROMISE 


A recognition of the importance of re- 
apportioning Cook county, and at the 
same time assuring the rest of the state 
that Cook county might not simply be- 
cause of its population dominate the state 
of Illinois, called for compromise—the 
same kind of compromise that has been 
made in other states faced with the dan- 
ger of sectionalism. In the proposal now 
coming before the Illinois voters (L. 
1953, PP- 1924-1926) the compromise 
provides for fifty-eight senatorial districts 
to be fixed with finality by the General 
Assembly in 1955, with Cook county 
being limited to twenty-four senators, and 
fifty-nine representative districts divided 
at the outset so that the state outside of 
Cook county has twenty-nine and Cook 
county thirty. Every ten years thereafter 
the representative districts “shall be 
divided among (1) that part of Cook 
county that is within the present corpo- 
rate limits of the city of Chicago, (2) 
that part of Cook county that is outside 
such corporate limits, and (3), the re- 
maining 101 counties of the state, as 
nearly as may be, as the population of 
each of these three divisions bears to 
the total population of the state.” 


SENATORIAL DISTRICTS 


The fifty-eight senatorial districts to be 
“formed of contiguous and compact terri- 
tory” and in the formation of which 
“area shall be the prime condition” are 
allocated as follows: to the state of IIli- 
nois outside of Cook county, thirty-four, 
to Cook county outside of the present 
limits of the city of Chicago, six, and 
to the city of Chicago, eighteen. 
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Until 1963 the representative districts 
are to be: the state outside of Cook 
county, twenty-nine, Cook county outside 
the present limits of the city of Chicago, 
seven, and the city of Chicago, twenty- 
three. In 1963 and every ten years there- 
after the fifty-nine representative dis- 
tricts shall be redetermined in the manner 
already quoted. 

As pointed out in a summary of the 
1954 Constitutional Amendments in the 
March 1954 issue of the Illinois Bar 
Journal (pp. 509-511), the Reapportion- 
ment Amendment provides that a com- 
mission shall be appointed to redistrict 
the state if the legislature fails to act. 
If the commission fails to act all of the 
representatives are to be elected at large, 
which is a prospect so uninviting as to 
give complete‘ assurance that the legis- 
lature or at least the commission will 
perform the duty of reapportionment of 
the representative districts every ten 
years as required by the Reapportion- 
ment Amendment. 

That Illinois has not been reappor- 
tioned for more than fifty years should 
in and of itself convince every voter that 
if we are to have reapportionment in 
Illinois the problem must be approached 
in a spirit of compromise’ and not dog- 
matically. The compromise offered is 
the conventional one, crystallized in the 
Constitition of the United States, which 
provides for a senate elected to represent 
geographical areas and for represent- 
atives to represent population. 

The Reapportionment Amendment has 
been carefully worked out to assure geo- 
graphical representation in the senate 
and with entire certainty to assure re- 
apportionment of the house of represent- 
atives every decade to conform to shifts 
in population. 

Cook county certainly has nothing to 
fear from the rest of the state, and the 
rest of the state has nothing to fear 
from Cook county. However, both should 
recognize that the shift in population 
within the county of Cook is continuing. 
Unless the Reapportionment Amend- 
ment is approved, this continuing shift is 
more and more likely to result in the 
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election of legislators who will be able by 
unified action on their part to thwart the 
will of a majority of the people of Cook 
county, and, in many instances, the peo- 
ple of the state. 


POLITICAL STAGNATION 


While neither Cook county nor down- 
state need fear the other if the com- 
promise embodied in the proposed 
Amendment is adopted, both Cook 
county and the rest of the state should 
greatly fear the political stagnation, par- 
ticularly in matters of constitutional re- 
form, that is likely to result from a failure 
to settle the fifty-year old, troublesome 
problem of reapportionment. 

The settlement once and for all of the 
reapportionment question is essential to 
lift from the legislative process the pall 
of uncertainty and the disturbing influ- 
ence that uncertainty in any form always 
brings. The welfare of the state of IIli- 
nois—not simply the welfare of any par- 
ticular section of the state—will be 
benefited by solving the question of reap- 
portionment fairly and in a spirit of 
compromise by the adoption of the pro- 
posed Amendment. 

If you do not vote YES for reappor- 
tionment on November 2nd, you are not 
likely to have another opportunity to do 
so in your lifetime and mine. 

If you fail to vote YES you are really 
voting NO on many constructive steps 
for governmental improvement which 
concern everyone in the state of Illinois, 
wherever he resides.
